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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action dated March 7, 2008, applicant submits the following 
amendments and remarks. 

Claims 1-11, 13-30 and 32-38 are pending. Claims 1, 6, 14, 15, 18, 20-30, and 32-38 are 
revised. Claims 39-56 are new. Reconsideration and allowance of the above-referenced 
application are respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 

Summary of Telephonic Interview 

The applicant wishes to thank Examiner Smith for discussing proposed amendments to 
claims 1 and 20 with the Applicant's undersigned representative on Jtme 19, 2008. 

The Examiner stated that the applicant's proposed amendment to claim 1 would 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S. C. §103 and the art of record. The Examiner also stated 
that the applicant's proposed amendment to claim 20 would overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. §101. 

Section 101 Rejections 

Claims 20-30 and 32-38 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 for allegedly being directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The Examiner indicated in the June 19, 2008 interview that 
independent claim 20 is in condition for allowance. Accordingly, claims 21-30 and 32-38, which 
depend from claim 20, are in condition for allowance. 

Section 103 Rejections 

Claims 1-11, 13-30 and 32-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 for allegedly being 
unpatentable over chapter 3 of "Digital Image Processing" by Gonzalez et al. as cited in the IDS 
in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication Number 2002/0186387 by Moroney et al. 

The Examiner indicated in the June 19, 2008 interview that independent claims 1 and 20 
are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, their dependent claims are in condition for 
allowance. 
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New Claims 

The Applicant has added new claims 39-56. Claims 39-56 include features similar to 
those found in claims 1-1 1 and 13-18. Thus, claims 39-56 are in condition for allowance for at 
least the reasons addressed above. 
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Conclusion 

By responding in the foregoing remarks only to particular positions taken by the 
examiner, the Applicant does not acquiesce with other positions that have not been explicitly 
addressed. In addition, the Applicant's arguments for the patentability of a claim should not be 
understood as implying that no other reasons for the patentability of that claim exist. Finally, the 
applicant's decision to amend or cancel any claim should not be understood as implying that the 
applicant agrees with any positions taken by the examiner with respect to that claim or other 
claims.
